Lewis D e n i e s Report That 
Money Is to Be Transferred 
to State Road Fund. 


Harrisburg, Aug. 26.—Assurances 
that state funds, which are being paid 
to 
Firemen’s 
Relief 
Associations 
throughout the state, are not in 
danger of being diverted to the road 
fund were given by State Treasurer 
Samuel S. Lewis, in a statement yes­ 
terday. 
“From communications received by 
me,” he said, “it is <|uite evident that 
a 
studied 
effort 
is being made 
throughout the state to disturb the 
volunteer firemen by making it ap­ 
pear that the foreign fire insurance 
fund is in danger of being diverted 
to the state road fund.” 
He explained that the money is 
collected from foreign or out of the 
state fire insurance companies doing 
business in Pennsylvania and divid­ 
ed among the districts from which it 
is collected for the purpose of being 
paid to the relief associations and he 
declared no diversion of the money 
can be made except by an act of the 1 
legislature. 
“It is my personal opinion,” the 
statement said, “that this rumor is 
political bunk, pure and simple, and, 
from what I can gather, originated 
with certain disgruntled politicians 
who lost out at the recent primary, i 
m d others who are trying to advance 
their political interests.” 
He declared distributions of the
